ANNUAL  MEDICAL  REPORT 
FOR  1922 


The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Baldock  Urban.  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I beg  to  submit  to  your 
Council  my  seventh  annual  report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of 
your  district. 

This  is  the  second  of  a series  of 
ordinary  reports  required  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

Influenza  was  very  prevalent  during 
January  and  February,  and  we  also 
experienced  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria 
at  this  time.  Schools  were  closed  in 
consequence  of  these  two  diseases  for 
periods  of  two  to  four  weeks. 

During  March  we  had  a few  cases 
of  mumps  and  measles,  after  which 
we  had  a period  of  immunity  for  four 
months,  when  a number  of  cases  of 
whooping-cough  were  reported  during 
August  and  September. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year 
we  encountered  the  usual  catarrhal 
affections,  with  mild  gastric  influenp 
and  sporadic  cases  of  chicken-pox  in 
November. 

The  cost  to  the  town  for  isolation  of 
notifiable  diseases  for  the  year  was 
£593  4s.  6d. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was 
22.07  inches  and  we  had  183  wet  days 
of  .01  inch  or  more  and  119  wet  days 
of  .04  inch  or  more,  our  heaviest  rain- 
fall occurring  on  5th  July,  when  .98 
inch  was  registered.  Compare  the 
mean  annual  rainfall  for  England  and 
Wales  of  24.24  inches  and  150  wet 
days  on  the  average. 

A Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Voluntary  Centre  for  Baldock  and 
district  was  opened  on  5th  May. 

The  Pesthouse  Lane  sewer,  laid 
down  early  in  September,  completes  a 
water-carriage  system  for  the  whole  of 
the  town. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

Your  district  has  an  area  of  360 
acres,  and  an  extension  of  boundary  is 
under  consideration. 

The  population  at  census  of  1921 
was  2,475.  The  figure  given  by  the 
Resfistrar-General  for  the  year  1922  is 
2,500.  Taking  into  consideration  the 
new  houses  which  have  been  com- 
pleted and  occupied  from  June,  1921, 
to  June,  1922,  our  population  was 
somewhere  about  2,750  at  the  middle 
of  the  year  1922. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses 
(1921)  was  651  and  the  number  of 
families  or  separate  occupiers  (1921) 
654. 

R\'  the  middle  of  1922  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  was  717,  which  had 
ris^'n  to  803  by  the  end  of  the  year 
under  review. 

The  rateable  value  amounts  to 
/!  10.500,  and  the  sum  represented  by 
a penny  rate  £44 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Births. — There  were  45  births  dur- 
ing the  year  as  follows ; Legitimate 
43  (males  20.  females  23)  : illegitimate 
2 (males  1,  females  1).  This  gives  a 
birth-rate  of  18.00  per  1,000  popula- 
tion. Compare  with  20.6  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  for 
the  year  was  31  (males  14,  females  17), 
giving  a death-rate  of  12.40  per  1,000 
noiuilation,  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  being  12.9.  The  age-groups 
were  as  follows  ; Under  1 year,  3 ; 20 
to  35  years,  4 ; 35  to  45  years,  1 ; 45  to 
65  years,  9 ; 65  and  over,  14. 


There  were  no  deaths  from  measles 
(all  ages),  whooping-cough  (all  ages) 
or  diarrhoea  (under  2 years  of  age). 

The  number  of  women  dying  in,  or 
in  consequence  of,  child-birth  was  one, 
from  sepsis. 

INF.ANT  Mortality,  or  deaths  of  in- 
fants under  one  year  per  1,000  births. 
— Legitimate,  66.66 ; illegitimate,  0. 
Compare  with  77  for  England  and 
Wales. 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

Diphtheria.  — Fifteen  cases  were 
notified  and  admitted  to  hospital,  and 
no  deaths  occurred. 

Age-groups  were  as  follows  : 2 to  3 
years,  2 cases  ; 4 to  5 years,  1 ; 5 to  10 
years,  7;  10  to  15  years,  3;  15  to  20 
years,  I ; 35  to  45  years,  1. 

The  case-rate  was  6.00  per  1,000  liv- 
ing, which  is  very  high  compared  with 
1.37,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

This  epidemic  was  traced  to  one 
slight  case  in  a school  child,  who,  un- 
suspected by  his  parents,  was  allowed 
to  go  about.  This  shows  the  necessity 
of  regarding  all  cases  of  sore-throat 
with  great  suspicion  and  obtaining 
medical  advice  early,  as  this  disease 
is  a very  serious  one.  The  cost  to  the 
town  for  the  isolation  of  all  these 
cases  amounted  to  £568  10s.  6d.  (or 
about  a 1 / 1 rate). 

Owing  to  the  great  pressure  on  the 
beds  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Wals- 
worth,  3 cases  had  to  be  sent  to 
Biggleswade,  and  5 to  Hertford. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Two  cases  were 
notified  and  one  admitted  to  Hospital. 
There  were  no  deaths.  Age-group  was 
5 to  10  years.  The  case-rate  was  0.80 
per  1,000  living,  which  compares 
favourably  with  2.85,  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  cost  of 
isolation  was  £24  14s. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Two  cases  were 
notified,  one  was  admitted  to  hospital 
and  one  died.  Age-group  was  20  to 
35  years.  The  case-rate  was  0.80  per 
1,000  living,  England  and  Wales 
being  0.06. 

Pneumonia. — Total  cases  notified, 
4;  admitted  to  hospital,  0;  deaths,  0. 
Age-groups  ; 15  to  20  years,  1 ; 35  to  45 
years,  1 ; 45  to  65  years,  2. 

Tuberculosis. — (a)  Pulmonary  or 
Respiratory.  Total  cases  notified  ; 
Male,  3:  female,  1.  Age-groups;  20 
to  35  years,  1 case ; 35  to  45  years,  3 
cases.  Admitted  to  hospital  ; Male,  1 ; 
female,  1.  Total  deaths:  Male,  0; 
female,  1.  Age-group  ; 45  to  65  years. 

(b)  Non-pulmonary  or  other  forms. 
Total  cases  notified  ; Male,  0;  female, 
2.  Age-groups  ; 5 to  10  years,  1 case  ; 
10  to  15  years,  1 case.  Admitted  to 
hospital;  Male,  0:  female,  2.  Total 
deaths  ; Male,  0 ; female,  0. 

The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuber- 
culosis deaths  to  total  tuberculosis 
deaths  is  1 to  1,  though  notification  is 
generally  efficient  in  the  district. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  — One 
case  was  notified,  was  treated  at  home 
and  made  a good  recovery,  vision 
being  unimpaired. 

VACCINATION 

In  the  past  five  years  (1918  to  1922 
inclusive)  the  percentage  of  the  infants 
vaccinated  at  the  public  expense  to 
thos'’  bo'‘n  in  your  district  w’as  only 
36,  that  is  to  say  only  one  baby  out  of 
every  three  is  vaccinated. 

During  these  last  five  years  the  per- 
centage of  the  children  vaccinated  to 
those  which  were  medically  examined 
at  school  was  61,  or  in  other  words 
onlv  2 out  of  every  3 children  have 
been  vaccinated. 


This  means  that  a great  many  chil- 
dren, who  ought  to  be  protected  from 
the  risk  of  small-pox,  have  not  been 
given  that  safeguard  which  is  due  to 
them  by  their  parents. 

Children  are  particularly  suscep- 
tible to  small-pox,  and  an  unvaccinated 
community  is  a great  danger  to  the 
public  health. 

At  present  we  owe  our  immunity  to 
this  fell  disease  to  those  who  have 
been  vaccinated,  especially  to  the 
large  numbers  who  were  recently 
A’accinated  during  the  war. 

Nursing  Arrangements,  Hospitals, 

ETC.,  AVAILABLE  FOR  DISTRICT  PROFES- 
SIONAL Nursing  in  the  Home. — This 
is  provided  for  by  the  Baldock  Nurs- 
ing Club,  supported  voluntarily  by 
honorary  subscribers  and  club  mem- 
bers, who  pay  2/-  per  quarter  for 
every  wage-earner  in  the  household. 

Midwives. — A midwife  subsidised 
by  the  County  Council  works  in  our 
district  and  outside  it,  and  is  both 
school  nurse  and  health  visitor. 

Clinics. — A Voluntary  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Centre  for  Bal- 
dock and  district  was  opened  on  5th 
May,  1922,  at  3 Norton  Street,  the 
accommodation  consisting  of  weigh- 
ing, tea  and  doctor’s  rooms,  and  lava- 
tory. Everything  essential  to  infant 
welfare  in  the  matter  of  foods  and 
clothing  are  obtainable  here.  The 
number  of  children  attending  from  5th 
May  to  15th  December  was  68.  The 
number  of  attendances  of  children  for 
the  same  period  was  425,  including  120 
consultations  with  the  doctor. 

HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  OR  SUB- 
SIDISED BY  THE  LOCAL 
AUTHORITY  OR  BY  THE 
COUNTY  COUNCIL 

(1)  Tuberculosis. — There  is  a 
hospital  at  Ware  and  a Children’s 
Sanatorium  at  Harpenden  under  the 
County  Council.  Beds  are  subsidised 
by  the  County  Council  for  non-pul- 
monary cases  at  the  Letchworth  Hos- 
pital as  occasion  demands. 

(2)  Maternity. — This  is  provided 
for  by  “The  Maples”  at  Hitchin, 
under  the  County  Council. 

(3  Children. — Little  Nascots,  Wat- 
ford, under  the  County  Council,  is 
available  as  a home,  and  accommo- 
dates 35  children  at  an  average  charge 
of  10/6  per  week,  though  no  diarrhoea 
cases  are  admitted.  These  cases  and 
ophthalmia  patients  are  admitted  to 
other  local  hospitals  under  the  County 
Council  scheme. 

(4)  Fever. — We  pay  for  the  privi- 
lege of  sending  cases  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Hitchin  Road,  Letchworth, 
under  the  joint  committee  of  the  Hit- 
chin Rural  and  Letchworth  Urban 
District  Councils  ; but  this  year  only 
half  our  cases  could  obtain  admission 
owing  to  the  pressure  on  the  beds. 

(5)  Small-pox. — A small  hospital  at 
Langley  is  available  and  would  be 
staffed  if  needed. 

(6)  Hitchin  and  Letchworth  Hos- 
pitals, each  containing  24  beds,  are 
available  for  the  district.  During  1922 
the  latter  accommodated  25  in-patients 
from  Baldock.  Excluding  private  fees, 
subscriptions,  etc.,  from  Baldock  to 
Letchworth  Hospital  amounted  to 
£53  6s.,  the  bulk  of  which  was  col- 
lected by  the  workpeople  of  one  of  our 
local  firms.  The  question  of  extend- 
ing the  Letchworth  Hospital  house-to- 
house  collections  to  Baldock  has  been 
raised  and  would  be  a satisfactory  way 
of  helping  our  nearest  hospital,  which 
is  not  very  widely  supported  by  us, 
although  we  take  full  advantage  of  it.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

(a)  A Red  Cross  Ambulance  is  pro- 
vided by  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Hit- 
chin  Road,  Letchworth,  for  infectious 
cases. 

(b)  For  non-inf ectious  cases  a Red 
Cross  Ambulance,  under  the  Letch- 
worth Urban  District  Council,  can  be 
obtained  for  a small  fee  by  telephon- 
ing to  the  Fire  Station  at  Letchworth. 

BYE-LAWS,  ETC.

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION 

Sewage  Disposal. — 852  yards  of  new 
sewer  were  completed  early  in  Septem- 
ber. The  number  of  pail-closets, 
privies,  etc.,  converted  into  the  water- 
carriage  system  during  the  year  was 
54.  The  number  of  cesspools  con- 
verted was  8,  leaving  only  one  not  con- 
verted. 

The  main  sewers  in  White  Horse 
Street  and  Norton  Street  district  may 
need  attention  in  the  future,  though  it 
would  be  useless  to  deal  with  the  latter 
until  the  reconstruction  scheme  for 
this  insanitary  area  is  taken  in  hand. 

Water  was  laid  on  to  67  houses  and 
premises. 

Slaughter-Houses.— One  registered 
slaughter-house  is  now  out  of  use,  and 
one  new  slaughter-house  has  been 
erected  to  take  its  place  and  is 
licensed  ; so  there  are  now  two 
licensed  slaughter-houses  in  your  dis- 
trict, which  are  quite  satisfactory. 
Ther''  still  remain  two  registered 
slaughter-houses. 

Disinfection. — This  is  carried  out 
by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  after  each 
cas**  of  infectious  disease  has  been 
removed  or  has  recovered  at  home. 

We  have  at  present  no  local 
arrangements  for  the  disinfection  of 
clothes  and  bedding,  though  it  would 
be  possible  to  have  this  dealt  with  at 
the  fever  hospital.  The  usual  inspec- 
tion of  the  fair  vans,  which  numbered 
39,  was  carried  out  in  October,  and  103 


persons  inspected.  No  infectious 
disease  was  found,  and  the  High 
Street  was  cleaned  up  after  the  vans 
had  departed. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF 

This  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  (part  time)  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  who  is  also  Surveyor, 
Manager  of  Cemetery  and  Inspector  of 
Animals  and  Meat  (full  time). 

Salary  contributions  are  made  under 
the  Public  Health  Acts  in  the  case  of 
both  officers. 

HOUSING 

By  the  end  of  the  year  under  review 
170  new  houses  out  of  a total  of  196 
of  the  Baldock  Urban  District  Council 
scheme  had  been  built ; and  the  whole 
lay-out,  by  this  date  completed,  is  con- 
sidered one  of  the  best  in  the  country. 

13b  Pantile  Square  was  inspected  by 
your  Medical  Officer,  three  successive 
sanitary  inspectors,  and  your  housing 
committee,  and  a closing  order  under 
section  17  of  the  Housing  and  Town 
Planning  Act,  1909,  was  made  on  15th 
May,  1922,  by  3mur  Council.  This  order 
was  appealed  against  on  24th  June, 
and  a local  enquiry  was  held  by  an 
inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  on 
12th  September.  This  appeal  was  up- 
held by  the  Ministry,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  house  fell  very  far  short 
of  the  standard  of  a fit  house  as  laid 
down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  them- 
selves. A lowering  of  ideals  follows 
the  need  for  economy. 

A reduction  of  1/6  in  the  rents  of 
the  Council  houses  was  made  early  in 
the  year  in  order  to  try  and  accommo- 
date those  for  whom  the  new  houses 
were  built. 

Although  the  rents  are  now  7/6,  9/6 
and  11/6  (or  with  rates,  11/24,  13/8 
and  17/4  per  week),  the  housing  con- 
ditions remain  much  the  same  in  the 
poorer  districts.  The  problem  is  a 
difficult  one,  but  might  be  remedied  by 
building  3-roomed  or  even  2-roomed 
houses,  provided  these  are  given 
adequate  sanitary  arrangements  and 
nlenty  of  light  and  air  space,  as  would 
be  done  if  tbe  reconstruction  scheme 
for  the  Norton  End  area  is  dealt  with.
